INDEPENDENT STATE 


Prime Minister For Country Of Malawi 


Is Sworn In As Nation Celebrates 


Monday, July 6, 1964 
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BLANTYRE, Malawi (UPf)—Dr 
Hastings Banda was sworn in to­ 
day as the first prime minister of 
newly 
independent 
Malawi by 
Queen E l i z a b e t h ’ s husband. 
Prince Philip. 


The new nation emerged at 
midnight last night as Africa’s 
37th independent state when the 
Union Jack was hauled down for 
the last time and the new red* 
green and black striped flag of 
Malawi run up the staff. 


After handing over the instru­ 
ments of independence this morn­ 
ing Prince Philip swore in Banda 
and the rest of his cabinet, 
In his speech after the cere­ 
mony Banda stressed his favorite 
themes—-his fight for indepen­ 
dence, retention of British ties, 
and his refusal to become em­ 
broiled in the cold war. 
A capacity crowd of 40,000 in 
the Blantyre Independence Sta­ 
dium roared its approval. 


In his speech Prince Philip said 
the queen was sorry she could 
not attend the celebrations person 
ally. 
But he added that she 
prayed for the peace and happi- 1 
ness of the new state 


After welcoming Malawi to the i 
commonwealth P r i n c e Philip 
warned the audience that inde­ 
pendence marked the beginning 
of the most critical years for the 
nation. 


But he said he was sure Mala­ 
wi’s people would overcome prob­ 
lems of poverty and disease and 
illiteracy. He said that Malawi 
could expect setbacks and disap­ 
pointments but he was sure these 
would be surmounted. 


Tribesmen from throughout the 
nation staged joyful tribal dances 
in celebration of independence. 
Fireworks were shot off and fires 
were kindled on mountaintops, in­ 
cluding 9,847-foot Mount Mlenje. 
one of Africa's highest peaks.

Beer Control 
Sought After 
Riot At Fair 


Walter J. McCloud says he'll urge tpramwo Rav 
tighter controls on beer sales as 
the result of a riot by hundreds 
of young men at the Alameda 
County Fair. 
“ I'm g oin g to suggest some 
tighter controls and shorter hours 
on beer,’* he said. “ Guys 21 buy 
beer, then haul It away and sup­ 
ply the juveniles who can’t buv 
ft” 
McCloud said Saturday night’s 
Fourth of July melee started 
when two officers tried to send 
home five or six young men who 
“ had been drinking, were throw­ 
ing firecrackers and were shout­ 
ing and swearing.” 
A crowd gathered and fought 
police with beer bottles and fire­ 
crackers before nearly 100 offi­ 
cers quelled the riot with fire 
hoses, dogs and nightsticks. 
Deputy Sheriff Frank Weiss 
was injured when a cherry bomb 
exploded in his patrol car. An­ 
other officer was struck on the 
helmet by a beer bottle. 
Thirteen persons were arrested, 
nine of them under 18 years of 
age, 
McCloud said the crowd took 
rioters away from officers as I 
they tried to make arrests. “ We \ 
arrested one boy, handcuffed him 
and put him in the car. and the 
crowd took him out the other side 
of the car, handcuffs and all,” he 
said. 
Officers from th e California 
Highway Patrol and nearby Liv­ 
ermore, Newark and Fremont 
helped contain the riot. 
McCloud said m os t of the 
crowd dispersed shortly before 
midnight.

WORLD FIRST LADIES 
Nina Petrovna Emerges From Red Shadow 


Fifth in a series of seven arti­ 
cles on world women wed to 
power — first ladies of other 
countries who are seldom seen 
or read about by Americans or 
their own people.

(One of « series off articles 
on Marin’s working women.)

Mrs. Mary G. Flddy, a staff 
member of the Family Service 
Agency of Marin. Is concerned 
with elementary school children 
who show signs of disturbed habit 
patterns that could develop into 
serious social problem.H. 
Children of this age are usually 
helped through parent counseling 
Keeping peace in the family, if 
the child is to be helped, is an 
integral part of Mrs. Eddy’s job. 
Coincidental, perhaps, is the 
fact that Mrs. Eddy wa.s born and 
reared in Pipcsmokc, a small 
town in Minnesota that is literally 
steeped in peace. 
It was here 
that the Indians came, tribes of 
them through the years, to make 
their ‘ peace pipes” from a red 
rock found only at Pipesmoke. 
After her graduation from Pipe­ 
smoke High School, Mrs. Eddy 
worked for a year in Seattle, then 
enrolled 
at the University of 
Washington, majoring in sociol­ 
ogy. She received her B.A. there 
and her master’s degree in psy­ 
chiatric .social work from Smith 
College. While at Smith, she did 
field work with the Bureau of 
Child Guidance for the New York

that she came to San Francisco 
to work for the Child Guidance 
Clinic of Children’s Hospital. 


Marriage and the birth of her 
daughter, Kathleen, kept Mrs. 
Eddy away from her social-wel- 
fare career for several years, but 
during that time she continued 
working with youngsters as a 
nursery' school teacher, a member 
of the P-TA and a leader of her

WASHINGTON (UPI) - If 
Peggy Goldwater moves into 
the White House next January, 
it won’t be because she chose 
that address. 
But it would be all right as 
far as she is concerned because 
Barry Goldwater wanted it that 
way and what her husband 
wants, she wants. 
MRS. GOLDWATER has said 
the thought of becoming first 
lady is frightening. She frankly 
was not happy when Goldwater, 
confirming an open secret, an­ 
nounced earlier this year that 
he would seek the Republican 
presidential nomination. 
Once the decision was made, 
however, she was in the race to 
the end. A quiet, reserved wom­ 
an, who until recently shared 
none of her husband’s interest 
in politics, Peggy Goldwater has 
not made any formal speeches 
in his behalf. More, she says she 
never will, 
BUT SHE HAS accompanied 
the Arizona Senator on many of 
his campaign trips, beginning 
with New Hampshire in last 
winter’s sub-zero weather. Most 
recently, she kept pace with the 
frenetic California primary. 
But even so, despite her will­ 
ingness to talk about her family 
and home, Peggy Goldwater re­ 
fused to be drawn into politics. 
"Of course if you ask her 
which candidate she’s for, that’s 
a different matter,” said an 
aide at Goldwater headquarters 
here. 
T H E F O U R GOLDWATER 
children apparently feel no such 
inhibition about discussing poli­ 
tics. T h e y h a v e campaigned 
around the country for t h e i r 


father. Barry Jr., a Los An­ 
geles stockbroker; Michael, a 
Phoenix banker, and Mrs. Jo­ 
anne Goldwater Ross of Tor­ 
rence, all have been active in 
their father's behalf And daugh­ 
ter Peggy managed a few week­ 
end trips away from her classes 
at Mount Vernon Seminary and 
Junior College to help push her 
father’s candidacy before her 
marriage last week. 
FRIENDS POINT to the Gold- 
waters as proof that opposite 
personalities can make for a 
happy marriage. 
Both inherited w e a l t h . His 
came from the Arizona depart­ 
ment stores founded by his 
father. She is the daughter of 
a founder of Borg-Warner, a 
leading automotive parts man­ 
ufacturer. But that is about as 
far as the similarity goes. 
Peggy Goldwater was born in 
Muncie, Ind., July 8, 1909. Her 
parents, Ray and Anna Prescott 
Johnson, had a home at Phoe­ 
nix. It was there that Peggy, 
soon after her graduation from 
the Mount Vernon Seminary and 
Junior College at Washington 
met the boy next door. 
After a two-year courtship 
they were married in Grace 
Episcopal Church at Muncie in 
1934. Friends say he has been 
courting her ever since. 
He is forever giving her gifts, 
ranging from the tradtional red 
roses and mink to a crate of ap­ 
ples delivered to her pullman 
drawing room. Two Christmases 
ago when their son, Mike, was 
traveling in Europe, the Senator 
arranged for the delivery of a 
huge box to their Phoenix home. 
Mrs. Goldwater was persuaded 


to open it immediately ami wept 
with happiness when Mike bob­ 
bed out. 
Presents from Mrs. Goldwater 
to her husband are likely to re-! 
fleet long planning, Like the 
needlepoint vest she worked on 
for two years, decorating it with 
symbols of his hobbies — flying, 
ham radio, photography, and 
the Indians of his native Ari­ 
zona. 
MRS. GOLDWATER’S choice 
of vacations lies along the lines 
of a Caribbean cruise, or a trip 
to the Orient. Her husband pre 
fers fishing trips in Southern 
California, or exploring remote 
sections of Indian country with 
sleeping bags their most luxur­ 
ious accommodations. 
So they agreed to alternate 
and each now gamely abides by 
the other’s choice of the annual 
outing. 
P E G G Y GOLDWATER for 
years was afraid of planes and 
refused to fly. But she conquer­ 
ed this fright after her husband 
became an enthusiastic pilot 
of his own plane, and now says

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
State Referrals Indicate 
Little Job Discriminatoin 


Now that the Civil Rights Act is a 
law of the land, it might be well to check 
on whether there is rampant discrimina­ 
tion against employment of members 
of the “minority groups.” 
Reviewing its activities in the first 
quarter of 1964. the State Department 
of Employment reports California em­ 
ployers just as wilting to accept quali­ 
fied Negroes and Mexican-Americans 
as others sent to them by the Depart­ 
ment. 
One out of four white professional 
workers so referred was hired. The 
ratio for Negroes was the same. One 
out of every 3.5 Mexican-Americans was 
hired. 
The ratio of hiring for clerical and 
sales work was about one out of three 
being employed. This ratio was the same 
for all three racial groups. 
In referrals for skilled occupations, 


one of every 2.7 white workers was 
hired. The ratio for Mexican-Americans 
was about the same, and for Negroes, 
one out of every three was hired; main­ 
ly due to lack of qualified Negroes for 
these particular jobs. 
These jobs all came through appli­ 
cants to the State Department of Em­ 
ployment being referred to employers. 
The application blanks do not specify 
the job-seekers’ color or creed. Whether 
or not an applicant is hired by an em­ 
ployer is entirely the employer’s own 
decision. 
Statistics as to firms hiring from di­ 
rect applications are, of course, unavail­ 
able But the state employment follow- 
ups on applicants to the Department in­ 
dicate the average employer tends to 
select the worker he feels best qualified 
— regardless of race. 


Heat, Low Humidity—Fire Hazard

It is inescapable, assuming 
Sen. Barry Gold water Is to be 
nominee 


THE FACT IS that events 
within the Republican 
ranks 
have now reached the “ either- 
or” stage and most politicians 
can’t abide “either-or” — and 
with good reason 
Here is the “ either-or” di­ 
lemma which looms so menac­ 
ingly ahead at San Francisco: 
The 1964 Republican platform 
either (1) will have to repudiate 
the voting record of the Re­ 
publican Party or (2) will have 
to repudiate the voting record 
of its presidential nominee 
The way things now stand, 
there is just no way of putting 
the two in harness. 
The reason is that Sen. Gold- 
water has voted against nearly 
everything which the other Re­ 
publican members of Congress 
have voted for during the past 
four years. 
The reason is that most Re­ 
publicans in Congress have sup­ 
ported the 25 main policy com­ 
mitments of the 1960 platform 
while Goldwater has opposed 
them. 


IT IS, of course, entirely pos­ 
sible for the Republican Conven­ 
tion to be consistent with itself.

Prosperity Czar Plan 
Headed For Opposition

WASHINGTON: —Congress is 
headed for a major battle over 
the sweeping powers President 
Johnson seeks for his “ poverty 
czar.” 
Scheduled to begin in the 
House and Senate after the Re­ 
publican National Convention, 
the “big debate” on the poverty 
program could have as far- 
reaching an impact on the com­ 
ing presidential campaign as 
the fallout from the new civil 
rights law. 


AIDES OF SEN. Barry Gold­ 
water, who voted against the 
civil rights bill, say he is ready 
to oppose the poverty program 
unless the legislation is drastic­ 
ally changed to curb the powers 
of the federal government and 
give state and local govern­ 
ments bigger roles. 
Sen. Goldwater will have the

backing 
of

House Republican leaders; They 
are privately saying President 
Johnson’s program could stir 
up a “nightmare of trouble” 
throughout the country rather 
than stamp out poverty. 
The dark heart of this grow­ 
ing 
GOP 
opposition 
centers 
around the unprecedented au­ 
thority proposed for the director 
of the “Office of Economic Op­ 
portunity,” empowered to select 
the local agencies or private 
groups to receive funds under 
the billion dollar poverty pro­ 
gram, and to govern the opera­ 
tion of a 40,000-member Youth 
Corps. 
A preview of the coming pub­ 
lic GOP attack against the 
President’s program was out­ 
lined by Representative Peter 
Frelinghuysen, R-N. J., in his 
little-noticed testimony before

state,” Frelinghuysen charged. 
“This is so meaningless as to 
be insulting. Local public offi- < 
cials, however, are not even ! 
given this empty courtesy.” 
When Senator Patrick McNa­ 
mara, D-Mich., challenged the 
New Jersey legislator, contend­ 
ing that the bill did not bar the 
“poverty czar” from using state 
agencies, Frelinghuysen lashed 
back: 


“THIS IS WHAT I resent. This 
gives him unwarranted powers. 
If we think that we should util­ 
ize state agencies in one way 
or another to make a distribu­ 
tion of funds to alleviate the 
problems of the poor, it seems 
to me we have an obligation to 
spell that out.” 
“What if a state would not 
cooperate?” asked McNamara. 
“ I think it unwise to give the 
federal government the power 
to give the NAACP or any local 
citizens’ group which might not 
even be representative of the 
community, wherever it is, to 
use federal money to do some­ 
thing that community or state 
does not want,” replied Freling­ 
huysen.

Some experts use a dou­ 
ble in this p o s i t i o n to show 
strength in the unbid suits, but 
East wasn’t one of those experts. 
OTHER SIDE 
After East had passed, Mrs. 
Rebner saw clearly that the hand 
belonged to the other side. Her 
own hand was very light, and her 
partner's raise showed a weak 
hand with heart support. Some­ 
body had the high cards, after 
all. 
To make life difficult for the 
opponents, Mrs. Rebner went on 
to t h r e e hearts. Like many 
American experts, the Rebner- 
Kempner partnership uses this 
rebid as a preemptive bid, not 
as a serious try for game. 
The opponents knew this, but 
still couldn’t find a way to get 
back into the bidding. 
MAKES CONTRACT 
Mrs Rebner added to her gams 
by making three hearts. West 
opened the six of spades, and the 
king lost to the ace. East quickly 
cashed the ace of diamonds, an 
obvious singleton, and then re­ 
turned the four of spades. 
The play of the spades showed 
that West had started with five, 
and the play of the diamonds 
showed that West had six. 
That accounted for eleven of 
West’s cards, and the ace of 
hearts was surely a twelfth card. 
Only one card of the West hand 
was unknown. 
ASSUMED RIGHT 
Mrs. Rebner correctly assumed 
that the unknown card was a club 
and that the ace of hearts was 
therefore a singleton. Declarer 
led a low heart from her hand to 
force out the ace at the least pos­ 
sible cost. 
It was then easy to get back 
to dummy with the king of clubs 
for a normal heart finesse with 
the jack. Mrs. Rebner cashed 
the king of hearts and led clubs 
until East was ready to ruff. The 
defenders thus got only two trump 
tricks, the ace of diamonds and 
the ace of spades. 
It was a pleasure to make three 
hearts when all the time the op­ 
ponents were cold for a game in 
spades.
